In particular, the single independent claim 1 includes medical diagnostic 
steps such as displaying to a person images to test the visual perception 
ability of the person with respect to a visual defect, as well as medical 
treatment steps like selecting images designed to treat a detected visual 
defect and to display to the person these images until the visual 
perception has improved. 

As a consequence, the purpose and inevitable effect of all claims is a 
diagnostic and therapeutic one. 

The applicant's attention is drawn to the fact that claims relating to 
inventions in respect of which no international search report has been 
established need not be the subject of an international preliminary 
examination (Rule 66.1(e) PCT).
